principle  in  the  bill,  and  the  public  faith  is 
bound;  neglect  to  provide  for  it,  and  you  la^ 
the  Government  open  to  insult. 

But  setting  this  encroachment  of  the  Senate 
from  our  view  for  tbe  present  moment,  I  have 
DO  ojbtjection  to  consider  the  question  on  its  own 
merits.  Nothini;  which  I  have  yet  heard  has 
convinced  me  ot  its  propriety.  The  accumu- 
lation of  an  immense  debt  ought  to  be  founded 
in  more  than  perseverance  for  its  basis;  it  ought 
to  have  justice  for  its  groundwork,  and  policy 
for  its  superstructure. 

The  question  of  justice  has  been  subservient 
to  both  sides  of  the  House;  but  the  great  rules, 
(he  leadin/i^  features  of  justice,  have  not  been 
answered,  if  they  have  been  attempted.  Where, 
I  again  demand,  is  the  justice  of  compelling  a 
State  which  has  taxed  her  citizens  for  the  sink- 
iwof  her  debt,  to  pay  another  proportion,  not 
ofiier  own,  but  the  aebts  of  other  States,  which 
lAve  oiade  no  exertions  whatever? 

If  this  assumption  had  taken  place  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  war,  the  principle  would  have 
been  more  just  than^  at  present,  because  then 
none  of  the  States  had  made  exertions  to  re- 
lieve themselves  from  debt,  and  they  were 
nearer  on  an  equality;  but  even  then  it  would 
not  have  been  on  perfect  terms  of  justice;  the 
iituations  of  the  State,  and  their  charges,  were 
not  the  same. 

fiat9.8ir,  suppose  the  accounts  settled  at  the 
close  of  the  war,  how  would  the  expenses  of  the 
war  have  been  proportioned?  Not  agreeably  to 
the  present  ratio  of  representation  will  be  al- 
lowed me.  How  then?  Why,  by  the  ratio  of 
existinc  requisitions,  or  nearly  so,  and  Georgia 
would  nave  paid  the  one-ninetieth  part  of  the 
whole  debt;  whereas,  at  present,  she  is  bound 
for  the  one  twenty-secona  part.  But  now,  sir, 
even  the  ratio  of  representation  is  to  be  over- 
leaped by  the  present  scheme  of  the  assump- 
tion, and  by  a  calculation  of  the  quota,  she  will 
^pMT  upwards  of  600,000  dollars  more  than  she 
wfll  be  benefited  b^ .  New  Hampshire  and 
Georgia  ought  to  receive,  if  a  just  quota  was  al- 
lowed as  their  sixty-fifth  parts  of  the  21,000,000 
dollars,  969,231  dollars  each;  they  are,  by  the 
mtem  before  the  House,  to  receive  but  300,000 
dollars  ^ch,  which  makesadeficiency  of  669,231 
dollars  of  their  proportion  of  the  amount  which 
is  to  benefit  other  Sta^tes,  and  the  citizens  of 
New  Hampshire  and  Georgia  are  to  paf  it 
€^  this  House  expect  that  they  will  quietly 
submit  to  it?  If  the  citizens  of  New  Hampshire 
are  disposed  to  be  easy  under  the  imposition,  I 
do  not  believe  the  citizens  of  the  State  of  Geor- 

S*a  will  be  contented .  Let  us  examine  some  of 
le  other  States.  Massachusetts  is  to  receive 
of  the  sum  4,000,000  dollar«;  her  just  quota  of 
the  sum  would  be  2,646,153  dollars,  or  there- 
aboutSy  enjoying  an  excess  in  her  favor  of 
1,353,846  dollars.  South  Carolina  has  still  a 
mater  excess,  she  is  to  receive  4,000,000  dol- 
lars; her  quota  of  the  sum  would  be  1,653,846 
dollars  and  some  cents;  the  excess  in  her  favor 
will  be  2,346,153  dollars.    North  Carolina  has 


an  excess  of  746,153  dollars,  where  she  has  not 
asked  it,  and  where  the  State  and  her  Represen- 
tatives are  averse  to  the  measure.  What,  sir,  I 
will  ask,  is  this  for?  Is  it  by  way  of  gift  or 
douceur?  I  know  her  Representatives  to  be 
too  honest,  too  steady  to  their  trust  to  be  brib- 
ed. Georgia  and  New  Hampshire  are,  how- 
ever, not  the  only  States  wnich  will  suffer; 
New  York  and  Maryland  will  likewise  be  in- 
jured. The  former  is  to  receive  1,200,000  dol- 
lars; her  lust  quota  would  be  1,904,615  dollars; 
there  will  be  a  deficiency,  therefore,  of  784,615 
dollars.  The  deficiencv  of  Maryland  is  much 
greater^  she  is  to  receive  but800,000  dollars,  and 
the  defaciency  from  the  amount  of  her  just 
quota  will  be  1,184,615  dollars.  One  State, 
Pennsylvania,  has  a  million  allowed  her  above 
the  amount  of  her  debt.  So  that  some  of  the 
States  are  to  be  doubly,  and  some  trebly  taxed, 
for  the  benefit  of  others.  I  will  here,  sir,  ap- 
peal to  the  same  moral  sense  with  the  gentle- 
man from  Massachusetts,  (Mr.  Ames,^  to  the 
same  rectitude  of  the  heart,  and  I  will  confi- 
dently demand  from  him  if  you  can  impose  this 
burthen  on  the  States  and  call  it  equal ityj  if 
you  can  adopt  the  assumption  and  call  it  jus- 
tice. 

I  consider  the  State  which  made  exertions, 
as  I  mentioned  on  a  former  day,  to  have  paicl 
off  so  much  of  its  proportion  of  these  debts, 
whether  called  the  debts  of  the  States  or  the 
debts  of  the  .Union.  If  State  debts,  no  State 
ought  to  pay  the  debts  of  other  States:  if  they 
are  the  debts  of  the  Union,  then  has  the  State 
which  has  exerted  itself  and  paid  off  its  own 
debt,  contributed  its  proportion,  and  ought  not 
to  pay  a  second  time. 

A  gentleman  from  Connecticut  has  analyzed 
the  argument  in  favor  of  the  measure.  As  I 
think  them  of  as  much  weight  as  any  that  have 
been  advanced,  I  will  notice  a  few  of  them  as 
well  as  m^  small  ability  will  permit.  That  gen- 
tleman's hrst  argument  is,  that  the  debts  were 
contracted  on  behalf  and  for  the  benefit  of  the 
United  States,  and  that  therefore  justice  re- 
quires they  should  be  assumed.  On  this  princi- 
ple, the  gentleman  has  endeavored  to  prove 
that  the  debts  are  of  the  same  nature,  and,  in 
fact,  the  debts  of  the  United  States.  The  very 
term,  however,  which  he  uses,  of  State  debts, 
must  convince  him  they  are  so;  his  explanation 
with  a  gentleman  from  Massachusetts,  (Mr. 
Gerrt,)  why  they  were  not  inserted  in  the 
Constitution,  has  convinced  me  that  they  were 
not  respected  as  the  debts  of  the  Union  by  the 
Convention.  The  Convention  met,  and  the 
Constitution  was  formed  for  the  restoration  of 
public  credit,  and  if  the  State  debts  were  a  part 
of  the  debt  of  the  Union,  provision  would  have 
been  made  for  them.  But,  sir,  if  the  Conven- 
tion had  no  power  to  insert  them  in  the  Consti- 
tution, whence  all  our  powers  are  derived, 
neither,  sir,  have  we  a  power,  under  that  Con- 
stitution, to  provide  for  the  payment  of  them. 
Neither  are  those  debts  of  the  same  nature  with 
that  of  the  United  States.    The  same  scruti- 
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Cengress,  bcariiig"  elate  the  28th  of  July,  1790,  pray- 
ing" to  be  received  into  the  Federal  Union,  by  tlie 
name  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  it  is  declared  that 
the  people  of  the  said  District  **are  as  warmly  de- 
voted to  the  American  Union,  and  as  firmly  attached 
to  the  present  happy  establishment  of  the  Federal 
Government  as  any  of  the  citizens  of  the  United 
States." 

That  from  such  information  as  the  conmiillee  have 
been  able  to  procure,  the  inhabitants  resident  in  the 
.said  District   are  sufficiently  numerous  for  all  the 

m 

purposes  of  an  independent  State. 

That  from  these  facts  the  committee  have  con- 
cluded that  it  would  be  proper  for  Congress  to  con- 
sent that  the  said  District  shoul:!  become  an  inde- 
pendent State,  and  be  admitted  as  a  menibcr  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  and  that  a  bill  sliould  be 
prepared  for  that  purpose. 

And  this  report  was  .icct'pted;  whereupon. 

Ordered^  That  the  coiumittoe  which  nuidc 
ihc  report  be  instructed  to  prepare  a  bill  ac- 
tordin^y. 

The  Senate,  on  Executive  business  received 
from  the  President  the  noniinatirui  of  Abraham 
Ogden  to  be  attorney  for  the  I'nited  States  in 
the  district  of  New  Jersey,  in  the  place  of 
Uichard  Stockton,  resigned. 

Ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 


Ti'ESDAY,  January  4. 

The  bill  to  provide  for  the  unladin*);  of  ^hips 
or  vessels  in  case  ol  ob>t ructions  by  ice  was 
read  the  second  time,  and  ordered  to  pass  to  a 
<hird  readinc;. 

The  committee  t'>  whom  was  referred   that 

f»art  of  the  speech  of  the  PresicbMit  which  re- 
ates  to  Kentucky,  reported  a  bill  which  was 
read  the  lirst  time,  and  ordered  to  p:iss  to  a 
second  reading. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Treasurer  of 
the  I'nited  States,  ^vi(h  his  accounts,  which 
were  ordered  to  lie  on  the  fable. 

The  Senate  entered  on  FAccutive  business, 
.md  confirmed  the  nomination  made  yesterday. 


Wednesday,  January  5. 
The  Senate  proceeded  to  the  second  reading 
of  the  bill,  providing  that  the  District  of  Ken- 
tucky bhould  become  an  independent  State, 
and  be  admitted  as  a  member  of  the  United 
Slates  of  America;  and 

Ordered^  That  the  further  consideration  here- 
of be  postponed,  and  that  in  the  meantime  the 
'9  ill  be  printed  for  the  consideration  of  Congress. 
Mr.TlAWKiNS,  from  the  committee  appointed 
to  take  into  consideration  the  bill  to  continue 
an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  declaring  the  assent 
of  Congress  to  certain  acts  of  the  States  of 
Maryland,  Georgia,  and  Rhode  Island  and  Pro- 
vidence Plantations/'  reported  amendments. 

On  motion  to  postpone  the  consideration  of 
{he  amendments,  to  take  up  the  following  reso- 
lolion  reported  by  the  committee,  to  wit: 

^no\ttd.  That  the  President  of  the  United  States 
"^  fequested  to  direct  an  inquiry  as  to  the  extent  of 
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the  obstructions  in  (he  river  Savannah,  and  in  that 
leading  to  the  town  of  Providence  in  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations^  the  pro- 
gress that  has  been  made  in  their  removal,  together 
with  a  state  of  facts  relative  to  the  objects  for  which 
the  said  acts  were  passed  by  the  respective  States 
previous  to  the  adoption  of  the  present  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  and  by  which  a  duty  of  tonnage 
is  laid  on  sliips  and  vessels  navigating  the  said  rivers. 

It  passed  in  the  negative. 

The  Senate  proceeded  in  the  second  reading 
of  the  bill,  and  agreed  thereto,  with  the  follow- 
ing amenclments  leported  by  the  committee,  to 
limit  the  operation  thereof  to  the  States  of 
Georgia  and  Rhode  Island,  by  inserting  these 
words,  line  5th,  after  the  word  force: 

**  So  far  as  the  same  respects  the  States  of  Geor- 
gia and  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations." 

To  limit  the  duration  of  the  act  to  one  year, 
l)y  striking  out  in  the  same  line  "five,"  and 
inserting  *''one;'*'and  to  make  the  word  *'year8," 
in  the  same  line,  singular. 

To  insert  in  the  title  of  the  bill,  after  the 
woid  *'  Plantations." 

**  So  far  as  the  same  respects  the  States  of  Geor- 
gia and  Rliode  Island  and  Providence  PlantJitions." 

Ordered^  That  tins  bill,  as  amended,  pass  to 
<he  third  reading. 


TuFHSDAY,  Januaiy  G, 

Mr.  SruoNc;,  from  the  committee  appointed 
to  take  into  consideration  the  message  of  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  of  the  23d  De- 
cember last,  respecting  cases  for  grants  of  lands 
in  the  Western  Territory  northwest  of  the 
Ohio,  reported  that  a  bill  be  brought  in  for  the 
purposes  mentioned  in  the  report;  whereu|>on. 

Ordered^  That  the  same  committee  be  in- 
sfi  ucted  to  prepare  and  report  a  bill  accordingly. 

Agreeably  to  the  order  of  the  day,  the  Senate 
proceeded  to  the  third  reading  of  the  bill  to 
continue  an  act,  entitled  '*  An  act  declaring 
the  assent  of  Congress  to  certain  acts  of  the 
States  of  Maryland,  Georgia,  and  Rhode  Is- 
land and  Providence  Plantations;"  and, 

Rtsolvedy  Tliat  this  bill  do  pass  with  the  amend- 
ments. 

The  bill  to  incorporate  the  subscribers  to  the 

Bank  of was  read  the  secoml  time,  and 

the  consideration  thereof  was  postponed  to 
Monday  next. 

Mr.  Lanodon,  from  the  committee  to  whom 
was  referred  that  part  of  the  President's  speech 
which  relates  to  the  trade  of  the  Mediterranean, 
together  with  the  President's  message  of  the 
30th  of  December,  and  the  papers  accompany- 
ing the  same,  made  report. 

Ordered^  That  the  consideration  of  the  report 
be  postponed  until  to-morrow.

Friday,  January  7. 

Agreeably  to  the  order  of  the  day,  the  Senate 
proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the  Report  of 
the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  part 
of  the  speech  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States  which  relates  to  the  trade  of  the  Medi- 
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Congress.  If  the  power  was  not  given,  Con- 
gress could  not  exercise  it;  ifgiven,  they  might 
exercise  it,  although  it  should  interfere  with  the 
laws,  or  even  the  Constitotion  of  the  States. 

4.  If  Congress  could  incorporate  a  Bank, 
merely  because  the  act  would  leave  the  States 
free  to  establish  Banks  also,  any  other  incorpo- 
rations might  be  made  by  Confliess.  They 
could  incorporate  companies  of  manufacturers, 
or  companies  for  cutting  canalSf-or  even  religi- 
ous societies,  leaving  similar  incorporations  by 
the  States,  like  State  Banks  Co  themselves. 
Congress  might  even  establish  religious  teach- 
ers in  every  parish,  and  pay  them  out  of  the 
Treasury  of  the  United  states,  leaving  other 
teachers  unmolested  in  their  functions.  These 
inadmissible  consequences  condemned  the  con- 
troverted principle. 

The  case  of  the  Bank  established  by  the  for- 
mer Congress  had  been  cited  as  a  precedent. 
This  was  known,  he  said,  to  have  been  the  child 
of  necessity.  It  never  could  be  justifie<l  by  the 
regular  powers  of  the  articles  of  Confederation. 
Congress  betrayed  a  consciousness  of  this  in  re- 
commending to  the  States  to  incorporate  the 
Bank  also.  They  did  not  attempt  to  protect 
the  Bank  notes  by  penalties  against  counterfeit- 
ers. These  were  reserved  wholly  to  the  autho- 
rity of  the  States. 

The  second  clause  to  be  examined  is  that 
which  empowers  Congress  to  borrow  money. 

Is  this  a  bill  to  borrow  money?  It  does  not 
borrow  a  shilling.  Is  there  anv  fair  construc- 
tion b^  which  the  bill  can  be  deemed  an  exer- 
cise ot  the  power  to  borrow  money?  The  ob- 
vious meaning  of  the  power  to  borrow  money, 
is  that  of  accepting  it  from,  and  stipulating 
pajrmentto  those  whoareableandwillingtolend. 

To  say  that  the  power  to  borrow  involves  a 
power  of  creating  the  ability,  where  there  may 
be  the  will,  to  lend  is  not  only  establishing  a 
dangerous  principle,  as  will  be  immediately 
shuwQ,  but  IS  as  forced  a  construction  as  to  say 
that  it  involves  the  power  of  compelling  the 
will,  where  there  niay  be  the  ability,  to  lend. 

The  third  clause  is  that  which  gives  the  power 
to  pass  all  laws  necessary  and  proper  to  execute 
the  specified  powers. 

Whatever  meaning  this  clause  may  have,  none 
can  be  admitted,  that  would  give  an  unlimited 
discretion  to  Congress. 

Its  meaning  must,  according  to  the  natural 
and  obvious  force  of  the  terms  and  the  context, 
be  limited  to  means  necessary  to  the  end,  and 
incident  to  the  nature  of  the  specified  powers. 

The  clause  is  in  fact  merely  declaratory  of 
what  would  have  resulted  by  unavoidable  im- 
plication, as  the  appropriate,  and,  as  it  were, 
technical  means  of  executing  those  powers.  In 
this  sense  it  has  been  explained  bv  the  friends 
of  the  Constitution,  and  ratified  by  the  State 
Conventions. 

The  essential  characteristic  of  the  Govern- 
ment, as  composed  of  limited  and  enumerated 
powers,  would  be  destroyed,  if  instead  of  di- 
rect and  incidental  means, any  means  could  be 


used  which,  in  the  langua^ce  of  the  preamble  to 
the  bill,  *^  might  be  conceived  to  be  conducive 
to  the  successful  conducting  of  the  finances,  or 
might  be  conceived  to  tend  to  give  facility  to 
the  obtaining  of  loans."  He  urged  an  attention 
to  the  diffuse  and  ductile  terms  which  had  been 
found  requisite  to  cover  the  stretch  of  power 
contained  in  the  bill.  He  compared  them  with 
the  terms  necessary  and  proper,  used  in  the  Con- 
stitution, and  asked  whether  it  was  possible  to 
view  the  two  descriptions  as  synonimous,  or 
the  one  as  a  fair  and  safe  commentary  on  the 
other. 

If,  proceeded  he.  Congress,  by  virtue  of  the 
power  to  borrow,  can  create  the  means  of  lend- 
ing, and,  in  pursuance  of  these  means,  can  in- 
corporate a  Bank,  they  may  do  any  thing  what- 
ever creative  of  like  means. 

The  East  India  Company  has  been  a  lender 
to  the  British  Government, as  well  as  the  Bank, 
and  the  South  Sea  Company  is  a  greater  cre- 
ditor than  either.  Congress,  then,  may  incorpo- 
rate similar  companies  in  the  United  States, 
and  that  too  not  under  the  idea  of  regulating 
trade,  but  under  that  of  borrowing  money. 

Private  capitals  are  the  chief  resources  for 
loans  to  the  British  Government.  Whatevei* 
then  may  be  conceived  to  favor  the  accumula- 
tion of  capitals  may  be  done  by  Con|;ress. 
They  may  incorporate  manufacturers.  They 
may  give  monopolies  in  every  branch  of  do- 
mestic industry. 

If,  again.  Congress  by  virtue  of  the  power  to 
borrow  money,  can  create  the  ability  to  lend, 
they  may,  by  virtue  of  the  power  to  levy  money, 
create  the  ability  to  pay  it.  The  ability  to  pay 
taxes  depends  on  the  eeneral  wealth  ot  the  so- 
ciety, and  this,  on  tne  general  prosperity  of 
agriculture,  manufactures,  and  commerce. 
Congress  then  may  give  bounties  and  make  re- 
gulations on  all  of  these  objects. 

The  States  have,  it  is  allowed  on  all  hands,  a 
concurrent  right  to  lay  and  collect  taxes.  Tliis 
power  is  secured  to  them,  not  by  its  being  ex- 
pressly reserved,  but  by  its  not  being  ceded  by 
the  Constitution.  The  reasons  for  the  bill  can- 
not be  admitted,  because  they  would  invalidate 
that  right;  why  may  it  not  be  conceived  by 
Congress,  that  a  uniform  and  exclusive  impo- 
sition of  taxes,  would  not  less  than  the  propos- 
ed Banks  ^  be  conducive  to  the  successful  con- 
ducting of  the  national  finances,  and  tend  to 
give  facilihr  to  the  obtaining  of  revenue,  for  the 
use  of  the  Government?" 

The  doctrine  of  implication  is  always  a  tender 
one.  The  danger  of  it  has  been  felt  in  other 
Governments.  The  delicacy  was  felt  in  the 
adoption  of  our  own;  the  danger  may  also  be 
felt,  if  we  do  not  keep  close  to  our  chartered 
authorities. 

Mark  the  reasoning  on  which  the  validity  of 
the  bill  depends.  To  borrow  money  is  made 
the  end,  and  the  accumulation  of  capitals  im- 
plied as  the  means.  The  accumulation  of  capi* 
tals  is  then  the  end,  and  a  Bank  implied  as  tli^ 
means.  The  Bank  is  then  the  end,  and  a  charter 
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of  iDcon)orationj  a  monopoly,  capital  punish- 
mentt,  &c.  implied  as  the  means. 

If  implications*  thus  remote  and  thus  multi- 
plied, can  be  linked  together,  a  chain  ma^  be 
fomed  that  will  reach  every  object  of  legisla- 
tion^  every  object  within  the  whole  compass  of 
political  economy. 

The  latitude  of  interpretation  required  by  the 
\A\\  is  condemne<l  by  the  rule  furnished  by  the 
Constitution  itselt^ 

Congress  have  power  **  to  regulate  the  value 
of  money s*^  yet  it  is  expressly  added,  not  left 
to  be  implied,  that  counterfeiters  may  be  pun- 
ished. 

They  have  the  power  ^^  to  declare  war,-'  to 
whicb  armies  are  more  incident,  than  incorpo- 
rated banks  to  borrowina:  yet  the  power  ^Mo 
raise  and  support  armies^'  is  expressly  added; 
and  ta  this  again,  the  express  power  '*  to  make 
nilea  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  ar- 
miesi"  a  like  remark  is  applicable  to  the  powers 
as  to  the  navy. 

The  regulation  and  calling  out  of  the  militia 
are  more  appurtenant  to  war  than  the  proposed 
Bank  to  borrowing;  yet  the  former  is  not  left 
to  construction. 

The  veiy  power  to  borrow  money  is  a  less  re- 
mote implication  from  the  power  of  war,  than 
an  incorporated  monopoly  Bank  from  the  power 
ofborrowin|s;  yet,  the  power  to  borrow  is  not 
left  to  implication. 

It  is  not  pretended  that  every  insertion  or 
omission  in  the  Constitution  is  the  effect  of  sys- 
tematic attention.  This  is  not  the  character  of 
any  human  work,  particularly  the  w;ork  of  a 
body  of  men.  The  examples  cited,  with  others 
that  might  be  added^  sufficiently  inculcate,  ne- 
vertheless, a  riile  of  interpretation  very  differ- 
ent from  that  on  which  the  bill  i-ests.  They 
condemn  the  exercise  of  any  power,  (Nirticular- 
iy  a  great  and  important  power,  which  is  not 
ovidtntlyand  nersssanly  involved  in  an  ex- 
press power. 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  the  power  proposed 
to  be  exercised  is  an  important  power. 

As  a  charter  of  incorporation,  the-bill  creates 
an- artificial  person  previously  not  existing  in 
lav«  It  confers  important  civil  ridits  amlat- 
tribtttea,  which  coald  not  otherwise  oe  claimed. 
It  is,  though  not  precisely  similar,  at  least  equi- 
valent, to  the  naturalization  of  an  alien^  bf 
which  certain  new  civil  characters  are  acquired 
hf  him.  Would  Congress  have  had  the  power 
la  Baturalize,  if  it  had  not  been  expressly 
pven? 

In  the  power  to  make  by-laws,  the  bill  dele- 

Stod  a  sort  of  Legislative  powers  which  is  un- 
pationably  an  act  of  a  high  and  important  na- 
ture. He  took  notice  of  the  only  restraint  on 
the  l^-laws,  that  they  were  not  to  be  contrary 
to  the  law  and  the  constitution  of  the  Bank,  and 
asked  what  law  was  intended ;  if  the  law  of  the 
(Mted  States,  the  scantiness  of  their  code 
woald  i^ve  a  power  never  before  given  to  a 
corporation;  and  obnoxious  to  the  States,  whose 
hva  would  then  be  superseded,  not  only  by  the 


laws  of  Congress,  but  by  the  by-laws  of  a  cor- 
poration within  their  own  jurisdiction.  If  the 
law  intended  was  the  law  ojf  the  State,  then  thOi 
State  might  make  laws  that  would  destroy  an 
institution  of  the  United  States. 

The  bill  gives  a  power  to  purchase  and  hold 
lands;  Congress  themselves  could  not  purchase 
lands  within  a  State  ^^  without  the  consent  of 
its  Legislature."  How  could  they  delegate  a 
power  to  others  which  they  did  not  posseaa 
themselves? 

It  takes  from  our  successors,  who  have  equal 
rights  with  ourselves,  and  with  the  aid  of  expo* 
rience  will  be  more  capable  of  deciding  on  the 
subject,  an  opportunity  of  exercising  that  right 
for  an  immoderate  term. 

It  takes  from  our  constituents  the  opportuni- 
tv  of  deliberating  on  the  untried  measure,  al- 
though their  hands  are  also  to  be  tied  by  it  for 
the  same  term. 

It  involves  a  monopoly,  which  affects  the 
equal  rights  of  everv  citizen. 

.  It  leads  to  a  penal  regulation,  perhaps  camtal 
punishments,  one  of  the  most  solemn  acts  ofso- 
vereign  authority* 

From  this  view  of  the  power  of  incorporation 
exercised  in  the  bill,  it  could  never  be  deemed 
an  accessory  or  subaltern  power,  to  be  deduced 
by  implication,  as  a  means  of  executing  another 
power;  it  was  in  its  nature  a  distinct,  an  inde- 
pendent and  substantive  prerogative,  which  not 
being  enumerated  in  the  Constitution,  could 
never  have  been  meant  to  be  included  in  it,  and 
not  being  included,  could  never  be  rightfully 
exercised. 

He  here  adverted  to  a  distinction,  which  he 
said  had  not  been  sufficiently  kept  in  view,  be- 
tween a  power  necessary  and  proper  for  the 
Government  or  Union,  and  a  power  necesaary 
and  proper  for  executing  the  enumerated  pow- 
ers. In  the  latter  case,  the  powers  included  in 
each  of  the  enumerated  powers  were  not  ex* 
pressed^  hot  to  be  drawn  from  the  nature^  of 
each.  In  the  foi-mer,  the  powers  compoaiM 
the  Gk)vemment  were  expressly  enumerated. 
This  constituted  the  peculiar  nature  of  the  Oo« 
vemment,  no  power,  therefore,  not  enumerated 
could  be  inferred  from  the  general  natarto  of 
Government.  Had  the  power  of  making  trea- 
ties, tor  example,  been  omitted,  however  necea* 
saiy  it  might  nave  been,  the  defect  could  only 
have  been  lamented,  or  supplied  by  an  amencf- 
ment  of  the  Constitution. 

But  the  proposed  Bank  could  not  even  be 
called  necessary  to  the  €tovemment;  at  moat  it 
could  be  but  convenient.  Its  uses  to  the, Go- 
vernment could  be  supplied  by  keeping  the 
taxes  a  little  in  advance;  by  loans  from  indivi- 
duals; by  the  other  Banks,  over  which  the  Go- 
vernment would  have  equal  command;  nay 
greater,  as  it  mi^t  grant  or  refuse  to  these 
die  privilege  (a  Tree  and  irrevocable  gift  to 
the  proposed  Bank)  of  using  their  notes  in  the 
Federal  revenue. 

He  proceeded  next  to  the  contemporary  ex- 
positions given  le  the  Conititation. 
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powers  of  Congress,  than  a  ilescriptloti  ot  ihr 
ends  or  GoTerDinent?

Iiy  all 
Araenca,  has  been  thoueht  so  important,  ac- 
cording to  their  logic,  would  become  u  dend  let- 
ter; but  the  preamole.  in  fair  const 


He  then  reprobated,  in  pointe<l   

latitude  of  the  principles  premised.  Me  >i:ii<l 
the  end  of  all  Government  is  the  pulilir  ^noih 
and  if  the  means  were  left  to  l''':i~lali<)n.  ^ill 
written  compacts  were  nugatory.  Ili' (iIi-.tk-^I. 
that  the  sober  discretion  of  the  l.i'i;ir-l.ihiri'. 
which,  in  the  opinions  of  gentlemrii  im^lil  |i> 
be  paramount,  was  the  very  Ihin^  iniinfliil  ii> 
be  curbed  and  restrained  by  our(  <iii>(iiii(iiiti. 

He  then  declared,  (hat  our  form  of  Guvern- 
ment  not  only  pointed  out  the  ends  of  Govern- 
ment, but  specified  the  means  of  execuliim.  He 
said,  we  may  make  war — this  would  draw  to  it 
the  power  Of  raising  an  army  and  navy,  laying 
taxes,  establishing  a  judiciary,  &c.  But  (he 
spirit  of  the  Conatitution,  in  this  respect,  had 
been  wetT  explained  by  Mr.  Mahihon,  nnd  he 
should  not  recapitulate. 

He  said,  a  gentleman  from  Suuth  Carolina 
(Mr.  SMfTH)  had  remarked  thaC  all  our  laws 
proceeded  upon  the  principle  of  expediency — 
that  we  were  the  judges  of  that  expediency— iis 
soon  as  we  gave  it  as  our  opinion  that  a  ihing 
was  expedient,  it  became  constitutional.  What 
then  remains  of  your  Constitution,  except  its 
mode  of  organizationP  We  may  look  into  it  to 
refresh  our  memories  respecting  the  limes,  pla- 
ces, and  manner  of  composing  the  li<ivernmenl; 
that,  as  to  the  powers  of  Congres-.  were  he  of 
that  gentleman's  opinion,  he  woulil  never  loiik 
into  it  again.  Gentlemen  see  the  ililhruUies  of 
their  theories,  and  are  obliged  to  confens  ihat 
these  incidental  powers  are  not  easily  detineil. 
They  rest  in  the  sober  discretion  ut  (he  Legiii- 
lature. 

One  gentleman  {Mr.  Ames)  has  -;iifl,  n<i  im- 
plication ou^t  tn  be  made  again''!  llu-  h\\  ••! 
nature,  against  rights  acquired,  or  .iL:ii[i-l  (nnv- 
erpre-occupied  by  the  States;  IhaL  it  is  t'a-ifi- 
to  restrain  than  to  (;ive  competent  piiwei'^  ol 
execution.  Now  these  notions  arc  lio.itilo  tn 
the  main  principle  of  our  Government,  nliicli 
is  only  a  grant  of  particular  portiuii!)  of  povver, 
implying  a  negative  to  all  otners.  It  has  been 
shown  Ihat  the  ends  of  Government  will  in- 
clude every  thing.  If  gentlemen  ai*  alloweil 
to  range  in  their  sober  discretion  f'>r  the  means. 
i(  is  plain  they  hnve  no  limits.  By  th<'  cahalix- 
tic  word  incident,  your  Conslitut inn  is  turned 


upside  down,  anil  instead  of  being  a  grant  of 
particular  powers,  guarded  by  an  implied  nega- 
tive to  all  others,  it  is  made  to  imply  all  pow- 
ers. But,  strange  to  tell,  America  forgot  (o 
Suard  it  by  express  negative  ^irovisions.  I» 
tere  any  mfTerence  in  effect  between  lodging 
general  powers  in  a  Government,  and  permit- 
ling  (he-exercise  of  (hem  by  subtle  conslruc' 
tions?  He  said  there  was  a  difference.  In  the 
one  case  the  people  fairly  gave  up  their  liberty, 
and  stood  prepared:  in  the  other,  they  were 
unexpectedly  tricked  nut  of  (heirConstitutioD. 

The  preceding  remarks  showed  how  danger- 
is  is  (he  doctrine  of  implication,  and  uport 
hat  small  data  ingenuity  can  raise  the  most 
dangerous  superstructure.  He  should  now  tnke 
a  view  of  those  precedents,  in  the  former  and 
present  Congress,  which  are  relied  on  to  justify 
the  present  measure, 

1st.  The  Bank  of  Norlh  America.  Here  he 
slated  the  distressful  and  critical  situation  of 
America  at  the  period  of  its  establishment:  he 
remarked,  that  it  was  at  the  time  of  the  declen- 
sion of  the  Continen(al  money.  He  showed 
that  there  were  no  powers  in  the  Confedervtion 
to  which  (even  according  to  the  reasoning  of 
the  other  sida]  this  power  could  be  incidental, 
but  what  required  the  vote  of  nine  States;  that 
the  ordinance  passed  by  a  vote  of  seven  Slates, 
which  showed  that  necessity  alone  gave  birth 
to  that  measure.  He  showed  the  dissimilarity 
of  the  silu.ittons  of  the  former  and  this  Con- 
gress, and  the  difference  in  their  powers,  and, 
consequently,  in  the  dangers  to  lie  apprehend- 
ed from  the  encroachment  of  either. 

2d.  The  redemption  of  our  prisoners  at  Al- 
giei-s.  This  comes  within  the  power  to  regu- 
late trade.  If,  said  he,  we  are  not  capable  of 
redeeming,  by  the  best  means  in  our  power,our 
citizens,  our  trade  may  be  entirely  ruined;  and 
hence,  the  law  which  would  be  made  Tot  dieir 
redemiittdit  would  be  necessary  and  proper. 
But.  by  Ihi'  Constitution,  the  Executive  may 
make  treaiii'-:  these  may  be  general,  w  for  a 
pnrticubr  oliji-ct,  and  the  Legislature  may  ef- 
fectuate ihi'iii  by  grants  of  niuney. 

3(1.  \Vi*  h.ive  bou^t  certificates,  and  not  de- 
stroyed (hem.  This,  they  say,  is  implied  from 
Jhe  power  of  paying  ihe  debts. 

He  asked  if,  before  the  purchase,  the  certifi- 
cates were  debts  due  from  the  United  States? 
And  demanded,  if,  by  the  purchase,  they  were 
divested  of  (hat  quality?  In  my  judgment, 
when  a  debt  is  fairly  cancelled,  it  is  aa  much 
like  a  pavment  as  need  be. 

4th.  We  had  no  right,  except  by  implication, 
to  give  a  salary  to  the  Vice-President.  He  had 
voted  against  the  salary,  and  had  been  fori 
per  ditm  allowance,  because  he  thou^t  the 
Vice-President  was  viewed  by  the  Constitution 
only  as  the  President  Of  the  Senate.  But  diis 
example  fails  most  palpably,  as  Congress,  in  the 
corapensatiouK,  are  not  confined  by  the  Cnnfti- 
tution  either  to  a  particular  sum  m-  moile  of 
payment. 

&th.  Congress  have  made  corporations,  and 
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ties,  or  their  counsel,  or  if  they  disagree,  by  a 
stating  of  the  case  by  the  court. 
•  Sec.  20.  ^nd  be  it  further  enacted^  That 
where  in  a  circuit  court  a  plaintiff  in  an  action 
ori^nally  brought  (here,  or  a  petitioner  in 
equity,  other  than  the  United  States,  recovers 
less  than  the  sum  or  value  of  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, or  a  libellant,  upon  his  own  appeal,  less 
than  the  sum  or  value  of  three  hundrea  dollars, 
he  shall  not  be  allowed,  but  at  the  discretion 
of  the  court  may  be  adjudged  to  pay  costs. 

Sec.  91.  ^nd  be  it  further  enacted^  That 
from  final  decrees  in  a  district  court  in  causes 
of  admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdiction,  where 
the  matter  in  dispute  exceeds  the  sum  or  value 
of  three  hundreu  dollars,  exclusive  of  costs, 
an  appeal  shall  be  allowed  to  the  next  circuit 
court,  to  be  held  in  such  district.  Provided 
nevertheless^  That  all  such  appeals  from  final 
decrees  as  aforesaid  from  the  aistrict  court  of 
Maine  shall  be  made  to  the  circuit  court^  next 
to  be  holden  after  each  appeal  in  the  district 
of  Massachusetts. 

Sec.  99.     ^nd  be  it  further  enacted^  That 
final  decrees  and  judgments  in  civil  actions  in 
a  district  court,  where  the  matter  in  dispute  ex- 
ceeds the  sum  or  value  of  fifty  dollars,  exclu- 
sive of  costs,  may  be  re-examined,  and  reversed 
or  affirmed  in  a  circuit  court,  holden  in  the 
same  district,  upon  a  writ  of  error,  whereto 
shall  be  annexed  and   returned  therewith  at 
the  day  and  place  therein  mentioned,  an  au- 
thenticated transcript  of  the  record,  and  as- 
signment of  errors,  and  prayer  for  reversal,  with 
a  citation  to  the  adverse  party,  signed  b>[  the 
judge  of  such  district  court,  or  a  justice  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  the  adverse  party  having  at 
least  twenty  days'  notice.

their  being  i*epugnant  to  the  Constitution,  trea- 
ties or  laws  ot  the  United  States,  and  the  deci- 
sion is  in  favor  of  such  their  validity,  or  where 
is  drawn  in  question  the  construction  of  any 
clause  of  the  Constitution,  or  of  a  treaty,  or 
statute  of,  or  commission  held  under  the  United 
States,  and  the  decision  is  against  the  title,  rights 
privilege,  or  exemption  specially  set  up  or  claim- 
ed by  either  party,  under  such  clause  of  the 
said  Constitution,  treaty,  statute,  or  commis- 
sion, may  be  re-examined  and  reversed  or 
affirmed  in  the  Supreme  Court  (^  the  United^ 
States  upon  a  writ  of  error,  the  citation  being 
signed  by  the  chief  justice,  or  judge  or  chan- 
cellor of  the  court  rendering:  or  passing  the 
judgment  or  decree  complained  of^  or  by  a  jus- 
tice of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States, 
in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  regu- 
lations, and  the  writ  shall  have  the  same  effect, 
as  if  the  judgment  or  decree  complained  of  had 
been  rendered  or  passed  in  a  circnit  court,  and 
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■deceive  such  compensatJDn  fni-  lii?j 
shaJI  by  law  be  provided.

Be  it  enacted,  ^c.  That  when  any  goods, 
wares,  or  merchandise,  of  foreign  growth  or 
manufacture,  shall  be  unladen  from  any  ship  or 
vessel  in  virtue  of  a  permit,  obtained  for  that 
purpose,  and  shall  be  put  into  a  craft  or  vessel, 
with  intent  (o  be  transported  1o  a  landing  with- 
in (he  same  district,  it  shall  be  the  duly  of 
the  inspeclor,  or  olher  officer  atlendina  the  un- 
ladini;  of  such  gooils,  wares,  and  merchandise, 
lu  deliver  lo  the  master  or  commander  of  every 
auch  craft  or  vessel  a  certificate  of  such  goods, 
wares,  and  merchandise  having  been  duly  en- 
tered, and  a  permit  granted  therefor;  and  such 
certificate  shall  contain  a  description  of  all  Ihe

An  Act  making  nppropriitions  for  tlie  service  oTlbe 
present  year. 
Be  it  enacted,  ^-cThat  there  be  appropriated 
for  the  services  of  the  present  year,  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  moneys  which  arise,  either  from  the 
requisitions  heretofore  made  upon  Ihe  several 
Slates,  or  from  the  duties  on  imposts  and  ton-

Be  U  enacted,  4-c.,  That  the  act,  entitled 
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bays,  harbors,  and  inlets  coinprchcndcil  be- 
tween Sniilirs  Point,  at  the  mouth  ol'  the  Poto- 
mac river,  and  the  point  forming  the  south 
fthoi*e  of  the  mouth  (if  ilapptihannock  river,  and 
thence  up  the  last  mentioned  river  to  the  liigh- 
eat  tide  water  thereol*.  The  district  of*  Yeoco- 
mico  river,  including  Kinsale,  shall  extend  from 
Smith's  Point  on  tnc  south  side  of  Potomac 
river  to  Boyd's  Hole  on  the  same  river,  includ- 
ing all  the  waters,  shores,  bays,  rivers,  creeks, 
harbors,  and  inlets  alon;;  the  south  shore  ot

less itcan  De  otherwise  proved  that  he  had  such 
knowledge  or  information. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  all 
officers  and  persons  to  be  appointed  pursuant  to 
this  act,  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices,  shall  severally  take  an 
oath  diligently  and  faithfully  to  execute  the 
duties  of  their  said  offices  respectively,  and  to 
use  their  best  endeavors  to  prevent  and  detect 
frauds  in  relation  to  the  duties  imposed  by  the 
laws  of  the  United  States;  which  oath,  if  taken 
by  a  collector,  may  be  taken  before  any  magis- 
trate authorized  to  administer  oaths  within  the

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the 
several  officers  ofthe  customs  shall  respective- 
ly perforin  the  duties  following,  to  wit:  at  such 
of  the  ports  to  which  there  shall  be  appointed  a 
collector,  naval  officer,  and  surveyor,  the  col- 
lector shall  receive  all  reports,  manifests,  and 
documents,  to  be  made  or  exhibited  on  the  en- 
try of  any  ship  or  vessel,  according  to  the  re* 
gulations  of  this  act;  shall  record  m  books  to 
be  kept  for  that  purpose,  all  such  manifests; 
shall  receive  the  entries  of  all  ships  and  vessels, 
and  of  the  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise  im- 
ported in  them;  shall,  together  with  the  naval 
officer,  where  there  is  one,  or  alone  where  tliere 
is  none,  estimate  the  amount  of  the  duties  pay- 
able thereupon,  endorsing  the  said  amount  up- 
on the  respective  entries:  shall  receive  all 
moneys  paid  for  duties,  ana  take  all  bonds  for 
securing  the  payment  thereof;  shall  grant  all 
permits  for  the  unlading  and  delivery  of  goods; 
shall  employ  proper  persons  as  weighers,  gan- 
gers, measurers,  and  inspectors  at  the  several 
ports  within  his  district;  and  shall  provide  at 
the  public  expense,  and  with  the  approbation 
ofthe  principal  officer  ofthe  Treasury  Depart- 
ment, store-nouses  for  the  safe-keeping  of  good?, 
and  such  scales,  weights,  and  measures  as  may 
be  necessary.  The  na^al  officers  shall  receive 
conies  of  all  manifests;  shall,  together  with  tlie 
collector,  estimate  the  dutiesonallgoods,wares, 
and  merchandise  subject  to  duty,  keepin^^  a 
separate  record  thereof;  atid  shall  countersign 
all  permits,  clearances,  certificates,  and  deben- 
tures to  be  granted  by  the  collector.  The  sur- 
veyor shall  superintend  and  direct  all  inspect- 
ors, wei§hei*s,  measurers,  and  gaugera  within 
his  district;  shall  visit  and  inspect  the  ships 
or  vessels  which  arrive  within  his  district,  and 
shall  have  power  to  put  on  board  each  of  them 
one  or  mure  inspectors;  shall  ascertain  the

cerning the  same  may  arise:  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted^  ^c,  That  the  act,  entitled 
''  An  act  to  provide  more  effectually  for  the 
collection  of  the  duties  imposed  by  law  on 

goods,  wares,  and  merchandise  imported  into 
be  United  States,  and  on  the  tonnage  of  ships 
or  vessels,"  doth  and  shall  extend  to,  and  be 
in  force  for  the  collection  of  the  duties  speci- 
fied and  laid  in  and  by  the  act,  entitled  "  An 
act  making  further  provision  for  the  payment 
of  the  debts  of  the  United  States,'?  as  tully  and 
effectually  as  if  every  regulation,  restriction, 
penalty,  provision,  clause,  matter,  or  thing 
therein  contained,  had  been  inserted  in  and  re- 
enacted  by  the  act  last  aforesaid.

Whereas  it  sometimes  happens  that  ships  or 
vessels  are  obstructed  bjr  ice  in  their  passage  to 
the  ports  of  their  destination,  and  it  is  necessary 
that  provision  should  be  made  for  unlading -such 
shira  or  vessels: 

peit  enacted^  ^c,  That  in  all  cases  where  a 
«hip  or  vessel  shall  be  prevented  by  ice  from 


getting  to  the  port  at  which  her  cargo  is  intend- 
ed to  be  delivered,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  col- 
lector of  the  district,  in  which  such  ship  or 
vessel  may  be  so  obstructed,  to  receive  the  re- 
port and  entry  of  any  such  ship  or  vessel  ,and  with 
the  consent  of  the  naval  officer  (where  there  it 
one)  to  grant  a  permit  or  permits  for  unlading 
or  landing  the  eoods,  wares,  or  merchandise 
iniported  in  such  ship  or  vessel  at  any  place 
within  his  district,  which  shall  appear  to  him  to 
be  most  convenient  and  proper. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  Tliat  the 
report  and  entry  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  and  of 
her  cargo,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  all  persons 
concerned  therein,  shall  be  under  and  sufaiject 
to  the  same  rules,  regulations,  restrictions,  pe- 
nalties,  and  provisions,  as  if  the  said  ship  or 
vessel  had  arrived  at  the  port  of  her  destination, 
and  had  then  proceeded  to  the  delivery  of  her 
cargo. 

Approved,  January  7,  1791. 

An  Act  to  continue'an  act,  entitled  <*  An  act  declaring 
the  assent  of  CongTMs  to  certain  acts  of  the  States 
of  Maryland,  Georgia,  and  Rhode  Island  and  Pro- 
vidence PlanUtions,"  so  far  as  the  same  respects 
the  SUtes  of  Georgpa,  and  lihode  Isbnd  and  Pro- 
vidence Plantations. 

Beit  enacted^  ^c.  That  the  act,  passed  the 
last  session  of  Congress,  entitled  *'  An  act,  de- 
claring the  assent  of  Congress  to  certain  acts  of 
the  States  of  Marvland,  Georgia,  and  Rhode 
Island  and  Providence  Plantations,*'  shall  be 
continued,  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  in  full 
foixe,  so  far  as  the  same  respects  the  States  of 
Georgia,  and  Rhode  Islanu  and  Providence 
Plantations,  for  the  fu  rther  term  of  one  year,  and 
from  thence  to  the  end  of  the  then  next  session 
of  Congress,  and  no  longer. 

Approved,  January  10,  1791. 

An  Act  declaring  the  consent  of  Congress^  that  a 
new  State  be  formed  within  the  jurisdiotion  nf  the 
Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  and  admitted  into  diis 
Union,  by  the  name  of  the  State  of  Kentucky. 
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Be  it  enacted y  ^c,  That  an  act,  passed  on 
the  twenty -ninth  day  of  September,  in  the  year 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-nine, 
entitled  "  An  act  to  regulate  processes  in  the 
courts  of  the  United  States,"  shall  be,  and  the 
same  hereby  is,  continued  in  force,  until  the 
end  of  the  next  session  of  Congress,  and  no 
longer.

An  Act  refruUting  the  number  of  Representatives  to 
be  chosen  by  the  States  of  Kentucky  and  Vermont. 

Be  it  enacted^  fyc,^  That  until  the  represen- 
tatives in  Congress  snail  be  apportioned  accord- 
ing to  an  actual  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants 
or  the  United  States,  the  States  of  Kentucky 
and  Vermont  shall  each  be  entitled  to  choose 
two  representatives. 

Approved,  February  26,  1791. 


An  Act  to  incorporate  the  subscribers  to  the  Bank 

of  the  United  States. 

Whereas  it  is  conceived  that  the  establish- 
ment of  a  bank  for  the  United  States,  upon  a 
foundation  sufficiently  extensive  to  answer  the 
purposes  intended  thereby^  and  at  the  same 
time  upon  the  principles  which  afford  adequate 
security  for  an  upright  and  prudent  administra- 
tion thereof,  will  be  very  conducive  to  the  suc- 
cessful conducting  of  the  national  finances; 
will  tend  to  give  facility  to  the  obtaining  of 
loans,  for  the  use  of  the  Government,  in  suilden 
emergencies,  and  will  be  productive  of  consider- 
able advantage  to  trade  and  industry  in  general: 

Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted^  ^c,  That  a  Bank  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  shall  be  established;  the  capital  stock 
whereof  shall  not  exceed  ten  millions  of  dol- 
lars, divided  into  twenty-five  thousand  shares, 
each  share  being  four  hundred  dollars;  and  that 
subscriptions  towards  constituting  the  said 
stock,  shall,  on  the  first  Monday  of  April  next, 
be  opened  at  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  under  the 
superintendence  of  such  persons,  not  less  than 
three,  as  shall  be  appointed  for  that  purpose  by 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  who  is  hereby 
empowered  to  appoint  the  said  persons  accord- 
ingly; which  subscriptions  shall  continue  open 
until  the  whole  of  tne  said  stock  shall  have 
t>een  subscribed. 

Sec.  «.  ^nd  be  it  further  enacled^  That  it 
bhall  be  lawful  for  any  person,  co-partnership, 
or  body  politic,  to  subscribe  for  such  or  so  many 
shares  as  he^  she,  or  they  shall  think  fit,  not 
exceeding  one  thousand,  except  as  shall  be  here- 
after directed  relatively  to  the  United  States; 
and  that  the  sums  respectively  subscribed,  ex- 
cept on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  shall  be 
payable  one- fourth  in  gold  and  silver,  and 
three-fourths  in  that  part  of  the  public  debt, 
which,  according  to  the  loan  proposed  in  the 
fourth  and  fifteenth  sections  of  the  act.  entitled 
^'  An  act  making  provision  for  the  debt  of  the 
United  States'' snail  hear  an  accruing  interest, 


at  the  time  of  payment  of  six  per  centum  per 
annum,  and  shall  also  be  payable  in  four  equal 
parts,  in  the  aforesaid  ratio  of  specie  to  debt, 
at  the  distance  qf  six  calendar  months  from 
each  other;  the  first  whereof  shall  be  paid  at 
time  of  subscription. 

Sec.  3.  ^na  be  it  further  enacted^  That  all 
those  who  shall  become  subscribers  to  the  said 
bank,  their  successors  and  assigns  shall  be,  and 
are  hereby,  created  and  made  a  corporation  and 
body  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "  The 
President,  Directors,  and  Company  of  the  Bank 
of  the  United  States;"  and  shall  so  continue 
until  the  fourth  of  March,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eleven:  and  by  that  name  shall  oe, 
and  are  hereby,  made  able  and  capable  in  law. 
to  have,  purchase,  receive,  possess,  eqjoy,  and 
retain  to  them  and  their  successors,  lands,  rent^ 
tenements,  hereditaments,  goods,  chattels,  and 
eff*ects  of  what  kind,  nature,  or  quality  soever, 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  fifteen 
millions  of  dollars,  including  the  amount  of  the 
capital  stock  aforesaid;  and  the  same  to  sell, 
erant,  demise,  alien,  or  dispose  of;  to  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and 
be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  courts 
of  record,  or  any  other  place  whatsoever;  and- 
also,  to  make,  have,  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  the  Same  to  break,  alter,  and  renew  at  their 
pleasure;  and  also  to  ordain,  Establish,  and 
put  in  execution*  such  by-laws,  ordinances, 
and  regulations  as  shall  seem  necessary  and 
convenient  for  the  government  of  the  said  cor- 
poration, not  being  contrary  to  law,  or  to  the 
constitution  thereof,  (for  which  purpose  general 
meetings  of  the  stockholders  shall  and  may  be 
called  oy  the  directors,  and  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  specified,)  and  generally  to  do  and 
execute  all  and  singular  acts,  matters,  and 
things  which  to  them  it  shall  or  may  appertain 
to  do;  subject,  nevertheless,  to  the  rules,  regu- 
lations, restrictions,  limitations,  and  provisions 
hereinafter  prescribed  and  declared.

Monday  of  January  in  each  year,  bjr  the  stock- 
holders or  proprietors  of  the  capital  stock  of 
the  said  corporation,  and  by  plurality  of  the 
votes  actually  given:  and  those  who  shall  be 
duly  chosen  at  any  election,  shall  be  capable  of 
servins  as  directors,  by  virtue  of  such  choice.

Provided  always^  and  be  ii further 
enacted^  That,  as  soon  as  the  sum  of  four  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars*  in  gold  and  silver,  shall 
have  been  actually  received  on  account  of  the 
subscriptions  to  the  said  stock,  notice  thereof 
shall  be  given  by  the  persons  under  whose  la- 
perintendence  the  same  shall  have  been  made, 
in  at  least  two  public  gazettes  printed  in  the 
cityof  Philadelphiaiand  tliesaid  persons  skalU 
at  the  same  time,  in  like  manneri  notify  a  time 
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construed  to  exempt  the  said  corporation,  or 
the  lands,  tenements,  goods,  or  chattels  of  the 
same,  from  being  also  nable  for  and  chargeable 
with  the  said  excess.  Such  of  the  said  direct- 
ors, who  may  have  been  absent  when  the  said 
excess  was  contracted  or  created,  or  who  majr 
have  dissented  from  the  resolution  or  act  where- 
by the  same  was  so  contracted  or  created,  itiay 
respectively  exonerate  themselves  from  being 
so  liable,  by  forthwith  giving  notice  of  the  fact, 
and  of  their  absence  or  dissent,  to  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  and  to  the  stockholders, 
at  a  general  meeting,  which  they  shall  have 
power  to  call  for  that  purpose. 

X.  The  said  corporation  may  sell  any  part  of 
the  public  debt  whereof  its  stock  shall  be  com- 
posed, but  shall  not  be  at  liberty  to  purchase 
any  public  debtwhatsoever;  norshall  directljr  or 
indirectly  deal  or  trade  in  any  thing,  except  bills 
of  exchange,  gold  or  silver  bullion,  or  in  the  sale 
of  goods  really  and  truly  pledjged  for  money 
lent  and  not  redeemed  in  due  time;  or  of  goods 
which  shall  be  the  produce  of  its  lands.  Nei- 
ther shall  the  said  corporation  take  more  than 
at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum,  fur  or 
up<m  its  loans  or  discounts. 

XI.  No  loan  shall  be  made  by  the  said  corpo- 
ration, for  the  use  or  on  account  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  to  an  amount  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  of 
any  particular  State,  to  an  amount  exceeding 
fiftv  thousand  dollara,  or  of  any  fctreign  prince 
or  State,  unless  previously  authorizea  by  a  law 
of  the  United  States. 

XH.  The  stock  of  the  said  corporation  shall 
be  assignable  and  transferable,  according  to 
such  rules  as  shall  be  instituted  in  that  behalf, 
by  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  same. 

XIII.  The  bills  obligatory  and  of  credit,  un- 
der the  seal  of  the  said  corporation,  which  shall 
be  made  to  anv  person  or  persons,  shall  be  as- 
signable by  endorsement  thereupon,  under  the 
hand  or  hands  of  such  person  or  persons,  and 
of  his,  her,  or  their  assignee  or  assignees,  and 
80  as  absolutely  to  transfer  and  vest  the  pro- 
perty thereof  in  each  and  every  assignee  or 
assignees  successively,  and  to  enable  such  as- 
signee or  assignees  to  bring  and  maintain  an 
action  thereupon  in  his,  her,  or  their  own  name 
or  names.  And  bills  or  notes,  which  may  be 
issued  by  order  of  the  said  corporation,  signed 
by  the  president,  and  countersigned  by  the 
principal  cashier  or  treasurer  thereof,  promising 
the  payment  of  money  to  any  person  or  persons, 
his,  her,  or  their  order,  or  to  bearer,  though  not 
under  the  seal  of  the  said  corporation,  shall  be 
binding  and  obligatory  upon  the  same,  in  the 
like  manner,  and  with  the  like  force  and  effect, 
as  upon  any  private  person  or  persons,  if  issued 
by  him  or  tnem,  in  his,  her,  or  their  private  or 
natural  capacity  or  capacities;  and  shall  be  as- 
signable and  negotiable  in  like  manner  as  if 
they  were  so  issued  by  such  private  person  or 
persons;  that  is  to  say,  those  which  may  be  pay- 
able to  any  person  or  persons,  his,  her,  or  their 
order,  shall  be  assignable  by  endorsement,  in 


like  manner,  and  with  the  like  effect,  as  foreign 
bills  of  exchange  now  are;  and  those  which  are 
payable  to  bearer  shall  be  negotiable  and  as- 
signable by  delivery  onl)r. 

XIV.  Half-yearly  dividends  shaU  be  made 
of  so  much  ot  the  profits  of  the  bank  as  shall 
appear  to  the  directors  advisable;  and  once 
in  every  three  years  the  directors  shall  lay  be- 
fore the  stockholders,  at  a  general  meeting,  for 
their  information,  an  exact  and  particular  state- 
ment of  the  debts  which  shall  have  remained 
unpaid  after  the  expiration  of  the  original  cre- 
dit, for  a  period  of  treble  the  term  of  that  credit; 
and  of  the  surplus  of  profit,  if  any,  after  deduct- 
ing losses  and  dividends.  If  there  shall  be  a 
failure  in  the  payment  of  any  part  of  any  sum, 
subscribed  by  any  person,  co-partnership,  or 
body  politic,  the  party  failing  shall  lose  the 
benefit  of  any  dividend  which  may  have  ac- 
crued, prior  to  the  time  for  making  such  pay- 
ment, and  during  the  delay  of  the  same. 

XV.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  directors  afore- 
said, to  estabiisl)  offices  wheresoever  they  shall 
think  fit  within  the  United  States,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  discount  and  deposite  only,  and  upon 
the  same  terms,  and  in  the  same  manner,  as 
shall  be  practised  at  the  bank;  and  to  commit 
the  mana|;ement  of  the  said  offices,  and  the 
making  ot  the  said  discounts,  to  such  persons, 
under  such  agreements,  and  suk^ect  to  such 
regulations  as  they  shall  deem  proper j  not  being 
contrary  to  law,  or  to  the  constitution  of  the 
bank. 

XVI.  The  officer  at  the  head  of  the  Treasury 
Department  of  the  United  States  shall  tie  fur- 
nisnedy  from  time  to  time,  as  oAen  as  he  may 
require,  not  exceeding  once  a  week,  with  state- 
ments of  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  the 
said  corporation,  and  of  the  debts  due  to  the 
same;  of  the  moneys  deposited  therein;  of  the 
notes  in  circulation,  and  of  the  cash  in  hand:

marks,  if  any  other  shall  be  deemed  needful, 
as  the  respective  supervisors  of  the  revenue 
may  direct.  And  the  said  officer  shall  keep  a 
book,  wherein  he  shall  enter  the  name  of  each 
vessel  in  which  any  of  the  said  spirits  diall  be 
so  imported^  and  of  the  port  of  entry  and  deli- 
very, and  ot  the  master  of  such  vessel,  and  of 
each  importer,  and  the  several  casks,  vessels, 
and  cases  containing  the  same,  and  the  marks 
of  each;  and  if  such  officer  is  not  the  chief  in- 
spector within  the  survey,  he  shall,  as  soon  as 
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case,  pursuant  to  the  directions  of  this  act.  such 
)erson  or  persons  shall,  for  every  such  offence, 
brfeit  ana  pay  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dol- 
ars. 

Sec.  31.  ^nd  be  it  further  enacted^  That  no 
cask,  barrel,  ke|;,  vessel,  or  case,  marked  as 
*'  old  stock,"  shall  be  made  use  of  by  any  dis- 
tiller of  spirits,  for  putting  or  keeping  therein 
any  spirits,  other  than  those  which  were  con- 
tained therein  when  so  marked,  on  pain  of  for- 
feiting the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  every 
ca*^k,  Darrel,  keg,  vessel,  or  case,  wherein  any 
such  spirits  shall  be  so  put  or  kept;  neither 
shall  anjr  such  distiller  have  or  keep  any  dis- 
tilled spirits  in  any  such  cask,  barrel,  keg,  ves- 
sel, or  case,  longer  than  for  the  space  of  one 
year  from  the  said  last  day  of  June  next,  on 
min  of  forfeiting  the  said  spirits:  Provided^ 
That  nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  be 
construed  to  extend  to  casks  or  vessels,  capa- 
ble of  containing  two  hundred  gallons  and  up- 
ward, and  which  are  not  intended  to  be  re- 
moved. 

Sec.  32.  ^7id  be  it  further  enacted^  That  in 
case  any  of  the  said  spirits  shall  be  fraudulent- 
ly deposited,  hid,  or  concealed,  in  any  place 
whatsoever,  with  intent  to  evade  the  duties 
thereby  imposed  upon  them,  they  shall  be  for- 
feited. And  for  the  better  discovery  of  any 
such  spirits  so  fraudulently  deposited,  hid,  or 
concealed,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  judge  of 
any  court  of  the  United  States,  or  either  of 
them,  or  for  any  justice  of  the  peace,  upon 
reasonable  cause  of  suspicion,  to  be  made  out 
to  the  satisfaction  of  such  juagc  or  justice  by 
the  oath  or  affirmation  of  any  person  or  per- 
sons, by  special  warrant,  or  warrants,  under 
their  respective  hands  and  seals,  to  authorize 
any  of  the  officers  of  inspection,  by  day,  in  the 
presence  of  a  constable,  or  other  officer  of  the 
peace,  to  enter  into  all  and  every  such  place  or 
places,  in  which  any  of  the  said  spirits  shall  be 
suspected  to  be  so  Fraudulentlv  deposited,  hid, 
or  concealed,  and  to  seize  ana  carry  away  any 
of  the  said  spirits  which  shall  be  there  found 
so  fraudulently  deposited,  hid,  or  concealed,  as 
forfeited . 

Sec  33.  Andhe  it  further  enacted.  That  after 
the  last  day  of  June  next,  no  spirituous  liquors, 
except  gin  or  cordials  in  cases,  jugs,  or  bottles, 
shall  be  brought  from  any  foreign  port  or  place, 
in  casks  of  less  capacity  than  fifty  gallons,  at 
the  least,  on  pain  of  forfeiting  of  the  said  spirits, 
and  of  the  ship  or  vessel  in  which  they  shall  be 
brought:  Provided  always^  That  nothing  in 
this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  forfeit 
any  spirits  for  being  imported,  or  brought  into 
the  United  States,  in  other  casks  or  vessels 
than  as  aforesaid,  or  the  ship  or  vessel  in  which 
they  shall  be  brought,  if  such  spirits  shall  be 
for  the  use  of  the  seamen  on  boara  such  ship  or 
vessel,  and  shall  not  exceed  the  quantity  of  four 
gallons  for  each  seaman. 

That  in 
every  case  in  which  any  of  the  said  spirits  shall 
be  forfeited  by  virtue  of  this  act,  the  casks,  ves- 


sels, and  cases,  containing  the  same,  shall  also 
be  forfeited . 

Sec.  35.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  every 
distiller  of  spirits,  on  which  the  duty  is  hereby 
charged  by  the  gallon,  shall  keep,  or  cause  to  be 
kept,  an  exact  account  of  the  said  spirits,  which 
he  or  she  shall  sell,  send  out,  or  distil,  distin- 
guishing their  several  kinds  and  proofs;  and 
shall,  everyday,  make  a  just  and  true  entry  in 
a  book,  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  of  the 
quantities  and  particulars  of  the  said  spirits  by 
him  or  her  solcj,  sent  out  or  distilleti  on  the 
preceding  day;  specifying  the  marks  of  the 
several  casks  in  which  they  shall  be  so' sold  or 
sent  out,  and  the  persons  to  whom,  and  fur 
whose  use,  thev  shall  be  so  sold  or  sent  out: 
which  said  books  shall  be  prepared  for  the  mak- 
ing such  entries,  and  shall  oe  delivered,  opoQ 
demand,  to  the  said  distillers,  by  the  supervi- 
sors of  the  revenue  of  the  several  districts,  or 
by  such  person  or  persons  as  they  shall,  respec- 
tively, for  that  purpose,  appoint,  and  shall  be 
severally  returned  or  delivered  at  the  end  of 
each  vear,  or  when  the  same  shall  be  respectiTc- 
ly  filled  up,  (which  shall  first  happen,)  to  the 
proper  officers  of  inspection:  anil  the  truth  of 
the  entries  made  therein  shall  be  verified,  upon 
the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  person  by  whom 
those  entries  shall  have  been  made,  and  as 
often  as  the  said  books  shall  be  furnished,  upos 
like  demand,  bv  the  proper  officers  of  inspec- 
tion, to  the  said  distillers,  respectively.  And 
the  said  books  shall,  from  time  to  time,  while  in 
the  possession  of  the  said  distillers,  (ie  open 
for  the  inspection  of,  and,  upon  request,  shall 
be  shown  to,  the  proper  officers  of  inspection^ 
under  whose  survey  the  said  distillers  shall  re- 
spectively be,  who  may  take  such  minutes, 
memorandums,  or  transcripts  thereof,  as  ther 
may  think  fit.  And  if  any  such  distiller  shall 
neglect,  or  refuse,  to- keep  such  book  or  books, 
or  to  make  such  entries  therein,  or  to  show  the 
same,  upon  request,  to  the  proper  officer  of  in- 
spection, or  not  return  the  same,  according  to 
the  directions  of  this  act,  he  or  she  shall  forfeit 
for  every  such  refusal  or  neglect,  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  36.  Jind  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
penalties  by  this  act  imposed  on  diatillers,  for 
neglecting  to  make  report  to  the  inspectors,  of 
their  intentions  of  distilling  spirits,  or  for  neg-

every  person  so  offending,  shall,  for  each  and 
everv  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five 
handred  dollars.

S revisions  contained  in  the  fortieth  and  forty- 
rst  sections  of  the  act,  entitled  "An  act  tii 
provide  more  effectually  for  the  collection  ol 
the  duties  imposed  by  law  oneoods,  wares,  and 
merchandise,  imporleiUnto  the  United  Slates, 
and  on  the  tonnage  of  ships  or  vessels,"  as  they 
regard  the  p.iyment,  or  securing  the  p»}[ment, 
01  the  duties  on  teas,  it  shall  be  lawful  fur 
every  importer  of  teas,  if  he  or  she  shall  elect 
ao  to  do,  to  give  his  or  her  bond  to  the  collector 
ofthedistrict  in  whichany  of  Ihe  said  teas  shall 
be  landed,  in  double  the  amount  of  the  duties 
thereupon,  with  condition  for  the  payment  of 
the  said  duties  in  (wo  rears  from  the  dale  of 
such  bond;  which  bond  shall  be  accepted  by 
such  collector,  without  surety,  upon  the  terms 
following:  that  is  to  say,  the  teas,  fur  tlie<luties 
whereof  ihe  said  bond  shall  be  accepted,  shall 
be  deposited  at  the  expense  and  risk  of  Ihe  said 
impm-ler,  in  one  or  more  storehouse  or  sture- 
houaen,  as  the  case  may  require  to  be  agreed 
upon  between  the  said  importer  and  the  inspec- 
tor, or  other  officer  nlinspection  of  ihe  revenue, 
for  the  port  where  ihe  said  teas  shall  be  landed; 
And  upon  every  such  storehouBC  Ihe  said  inspec- 
tor or  olTicer  of  inspection  shall  cause  to  be  af- 
fixed Iwu  lock^  Ihe  key  of  one  of  which  locks 
shnll  be  kept  by  such  importer,  his  or  her  agent, 
and  the  key  ul  the  other  of  which  locks  shall 
be  kept  by  the  said  inspector,  or  by  such  olhei- 
person  as  he  shall  depute  and  appoint  in  that 
behalf,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  attend,  at  all 
reasonable  times,  for  the  purpose  of  delivering 
the  said  teas  out  of  the  said  storehouse  or  store- 
houses; but  no  delivery  shall  be  made  of  any 
of  the  said  teas  without  a  permit  in  writing, 
under  the  hand  of  the  said  inspector  or  officer 
of  inspection.  And  in  order  lo  ihe  obtaining 
of  such  permit,  it  shall  be  necessttry  that  the 
duties  upon  the  leas,  for  which  the  same  shall 
be  required,  be  first  paid,  or,  at  the  option  of 
the  parly  or  parties  applying  for  the  same,  se- 
cured lu  be  paid  in  manner  fallowing:  that  is 
,tn  say,  the  said  parly  or  parlies  shall  give  bond, 
with  one  or  more  surety  or  suretiet,  to  the  sa- 


tisfaction of  the  said  inspector,  in  double  the 


the  payment  of  the  said  duties,  if  the  same  shall 
not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  in  four  months; 
or,  if  Ihe  same  shall  exceed  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  shall  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars, 
in  eight  months;  or,  if  the  same  shall  exceed 
five  iiundred  dollars,  in  twelvemonths.  Pro- 
vided alwai/i,  That  the  time  to  be  allowerl  for 
the  payment  of  Che  duties  upon  any  parcel  of 
teas  to  be  delivered,  shall  not  be  such  as  to  ex- 
tend the  credit  for  suchduties  beyond  the  term 
of  two  years,  originally  allowed  upon  the  de- 
positing of  the  said  leas. 

Sec.  3,  Jind  be  it  further  enacteil.  That  if 
the  duties  on  any  parcel  of  leas  which  shall 
have  been  deposited  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  have 
been  paid,  or  secured  to  be  paid,  in  manner  last 
specified,  within  the  term  of  Iwo  years,  accord- 
ing to  the  condition  of  ihe  obligation  In  be  given 
lo  the  collector  of  the  district  within  which 
the  same  shall  have  been  landed,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  collector  to  cause  so  much  of 
the  said  teas  as  may  be  necessary,  to  be  sold  at 
public  auction,  and  retaining  ilie  sum  whicti 
shall  not  have  been  so  paid  or  secured  of  the 
said  duties,  together  with  the  expenses  of  sale-

Sec.  3.  Jnd  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
bonds  which  have  been  or  shall  be  directed  to

military  establishment  of  the  United  States.'' 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the 
troops  aforesaid,  by  this  act  to  be  raised,  includ- 
ing the  officers,  shall  receive  the  same  pay  and 
allowances,  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  and 
regulations,  and  be  engaged  for  the  like  term, 
and  upon  the  same  conditions,  in  all  respects, 
excepting  the  bounty  hereinafter  mentioned,  as 
are  stipulated  for  the  troops  of  the  United 
States,  in  the  beforementioned  act. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  each 
non-commissioned  officer,  private,  and  musi- 
cian, who  has  enlisted,  or  shall  enlist,  pursuant 
to  the  act  aforesaid,  or  who  shall  enlist  pursu- 
ant to  this  act,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  six 
dollars  as  a  bounty. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  in 
case  the  President  of  the  United  States  should 
deem  the  employment  of  a  major  general,  briga- 
dier general,  a  quartermaster,  and  chaplain,  or 
either  of  them,  essential  to  the  public  interest, 
that  he  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  empowered,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
to  appoint  the  same  accordingly.  And  a  major

including  all  allowances,  to  the  same  pay,  ra- 
tions, and  forage,  as  a  major  of  a  regiment; 
that  the  chaplain  be  entitled  to  fifty  dollars  per 
month,  including  pay,  rations,  and  forage. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  tt  further  enacted^  That  if,  ir» 
the  opinion  of  the  President,  it  skali  be  con- 
ducive to  the  good  of  the  service,  to  engage  a 
body  of  militia  to  serve  as  cavalry,  they  furnish- 
ing their  own  horses,  arms,  and  provisions,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  him  to  offisr  such  allowances, 
to  encourage  their  engaging  in  the  service,^for 
such  time,  and  on  such  terms,  as  lie  shall  deem 
it  expedient  to  prescribe. 

Sec  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if 
the  President  should  be  of  opinion  that  it  will 
be  conducive  to  the  public  service  to  employ 
troops  enlisted  under  the  denomination  of  levies, 
in  addition  to,  or  in  place  of,  the  militia  which^ 
in  virtue  of  the  powers  vested  in  him  by  law^ 
he  is  authorized  to  call  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  him  to 
raise,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  six  months,  (to 
be  discharged  sooner  if  the  public  service  wii4 
permit,)  a  corps,  not  exceeding  two  thousancf 
non- commissioned  ofiicers,  privates,  and  musi- 
cians, with  a  suitable  number  of  commissioned 
officers.  And  in  case  it  shall  appear  probable 
to  the  President  that  the  regiment  directed  to 
be  raised  by  the  aforesaid  act,  and  by  this  act, 
will  not  be  completed  in  time  to  prosecute  such 
military  operations  as  exigencies  may  require, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President  to  make  a 
substitute  for  the  deficiency,  by  raising  such 
further  number  of  levies,  or  by  calling  into  the 
service  of  the  United  States  such  a  tx>dy  of 
militia  as  shall  be  equal  thereto.
